oylinder, from: which the air is 
then exhaudted. By this opera- 
tion the air and carbon. dioxide 
dissolved in the albumen are re- 
moved, as well as the air which 
surrounds the eggs and fills their 
voids, The cylinder is next filled 
with pure carbon dioxide, and a 
pressure slightly above that of the 
atmosphere is maintained. until 
the constancy of the manometer 
indicates that the egys are satura- 
ted with the gas. But as eggs do 
not keep well in pure carbon di- 
oxide, a certain quantity of this 
gas is next withdrawn from the cy- 
linder and replaced. by nitrogen, 
obtained either from the cylinders 
in which it is sold in a compressed 
state or by passifig air over red- 
hot copper. When the eggs have 
become saturated with the mix- 
ture ot gases the boxes are re- 
moved from the cylinder, sealed 
and placed in rooms where the 
temperature is kept between 32 
and 86 deg. F. By this process 
the eggs are kept in an atmos- 
phere which contains no free oxy- 
gen, and in which the proportions 
of carbon dioxide and nitrogen are 
the same as exist in the albumen 
of fresh-laid eggs. 


Whether or not there is a planet 
beyond Neptune is a probldw 
which has long conogrned mathe- 
matical astronomers. Amony 
those who have taken the trouble 
mathematically to settle the prob- 
lem of such a planet’s existence is 
Prof. W. H. Piekering, who used 
the method of Leverrier, the dis- 
coverer of Uranus. Prof. Picker- 
ing believes in the existence of at 
least one such planet, which he 
has desigaated by the letter O 
A search for this planet was re- 
cently undertaken by the Rev. J 
H. Metcalf with his 12-inch doub- 
let, but without success. The rea- 
suns adduced in Science by Prof 
Pickerimy for this failure are the 
following: (a) The planet may be 
unexpectedly faint, or reddish in 
colour. Its computed magnitude 
is 13.5. (b) The orbit may be 
highly eccentric, the computation 
being based on an approximately 
circular orbit. (c) The orbit may 
be highly inclined to the ecliptic 
aod the planet at present situated 
far from its pode. For various

Thie was Premier Ratherford's 
answer to the question as to what 
extent the agitation for governo- 
ment. elevators’ in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba would affect the 
prevince of Alberta. 

; “Ag tar as F gan see by the latest 
yeports,” said the premier, “the 
“Manitoba government cannot be 
said to have committed iteelf to 


the principle of own- 
‘ership of png ae it. has 
done is equivalent to having asked 
the farmers and grain growers to 
pubmit @ bcheme Which will be 
capable of practical eperation. If 
such is presented the government 
will proceed to carry it out. 

“As for Saskatchewan the gov- 
ernment of the province has ap- 
poiated a commission to look into 
the question, with a view to de- 
termining whether any feasible 
scheme can be advanced. This 
again can not be considered iu the 
light of the Saskatchewan govern- 
megt paving committed itself to 
anything.” 

“Oan the three proviiuces be ex- 
pected to act conjointly on the 
question Y” the premier wae asked. 

“I do not see how they can aftér 
the oonferences of the heads of the 
yovernmenta in February last. It 
is probably on account of that 
éonference having been devoid of 
the expected results that the grain 
growers have gone to the indivi 
ual goveruments to further preos 
their requests.” 

“How does Alberta stand io re- 
apest to the other proviubes ” 
:“G@eein growing is not the only 
agricultural interest here and not 
the principal one exvept for some 
distuidte 1a Southern Alberta. It 
ie dombtful if the province will 
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other two * provinces, “This ma- 
, terially affecte the attitude of the 
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farmers to the question. Then 
again we bave the western grain 
route in view, which will consider- 
ably remove the disadvantages that 
farmers have to submit to in hav- 
ing .to ship their grain through 
the elevators. The fact that the 
terminal elevators at the coast will 
be under government control is al- 
so a guarantes of fair play to the 
grain growers.” 

The premier was of the opinion 
that if Manitoba undertook gov- 
ernment ownership of elevators it 
would mean a tremendous outlay 
of money. He also remarked that 
if it were done effectually the pri- 
vate companies would have to go 
out of business. The effect of 
this would be felt in Alberta as 
quite a number of the elevators in 
the province aré. owned by com. 
panies doing business in thé other 
provinoes.
